The fire loss In Canada during 1921 amounted to more than $45,000,000 
and exceeded that of any previous year in ‘the history of the country. Re- 
turns’ for the present year indicate that conditions are going from bad to 
worse. ~During the first four months of 1922, losses have amounted to $79,- 
206,000, or almost $5,000,000 per month. 

The above figures are taken from a new publication called “Fire ,Con- 
trol,” published by the Department of Insurance at Ottawa, which has been 
forced to take notice of the rapidly increasing fire waste in Canada and has 
become impressed with the necessity of calling public attention most forcibly 
to it. If the enormous fire loss in Canada each and every year is to be low- 
ered it is imperative that the general public be atoused'to a greater sense of 
individual responsibility for existing conditions, 

It is estimated that directly and indirectl¥, without taking into account 
loss of life and injuries resulting from fires, Canada’s fire burdén in 1921 
totalled the enormous sum of $98,435,470. This great sum of almost one 
hundred million dollars is paid directly by property owners, but subsequently, 
through the channels of business, every individual in Canada bears his or her 
share of the burden. So distributed it amounts to $11.25 per capita of the 


* ‘population and constitutes a tax of more than $50.00 per annum upon the 


average family. Other taxes produce something in the way, of service, but 
this fire tax of one dollar per week per family yields no return. 

There is a popular notion that the loss sustained in fires is, in the vast 
majority of cases, fujly covered by insurance. Newspaper accounts of fire 
invariably concluded with the words; “Loss fully covered by insurance.” 
We take it for granted that this means there is complete compensation for all 
waste and destruction caused by the fire. There is no greater fallacy. The 
losses resulting from a fire extend in so many directions that they can never 
be fully covered by insurance, 

Insurance, at the most, can be collected only for the goods and property 
actually destroyed. There is no insurance covering the cost of Cleaning 
up the debris preparatory to re-building; none for time lost in productive 
work while re-building or seeking a new location; none for profits lost on 
work that might have been done but which, owing to the fire, went to a com- 
petitor; none for the costly disorganization of business which results;. none 
for loss of employment suffered by employees; none for the public who 
through decreased production may be called upon to pay higher prices.: Yet 
these losses have to be paid for. Who pays if the insurance companies do 
not? Why, the public of course. And even if such losses were covered by 
insurance, the public would still pay through still heavier premiums. The 
only way for the public to escape these charges is to reduce the fire waste. 

In the Western Provinces of Canada where the bulk of the population live 
in rural parts, and where therefore it is difficult, and frequently impossible, to’ 
supply adequate fire-fighting equipment, it is especially important that all 
possible precautions against fire be taken and the utmost care exercised at 
all times. Ifa fire starts on the farmstead, or in a small village or hamlet, 
the total destruction of the building is almost a foregone conclusion because 
there are not, and cannot be, the efficient fire-fighting apparatus available in 
cities and the larger towns, 

However, with the now general installation of rural telephones connected 
with local town and village centres, it should be possible for adjacent rural 
districts to unite with the town or village in providing a light auto fire equip- 
ment, combining a chemical and pumping engine and hose carriage, which 
would provide protection not only for the small town or village but for a con- 
siderable section of the surrounding country as well, and the rural population 
thus be reasonable sure that a telephone call will find the nearby town or 
village fire department equipped and ready to- -Berve them promptly. The 
small town or village cannot, of itself, stand the expense of providing such 
equipment, but through a union of forces with the. adjacent rural sections 
such.equipment could be provided ithont imposing too heavy a burden on 
anybody, 

Farm homes can egsily be equipped with automatic chemical sdtasiehe 
ers at very low cost, a very simple apparatus which can be used by a woman, 
or a child if neces8ary. If a blaze is started it can, through such means, 


be quickly smothered before it gets headway where nothing can check it. 


However, there is no better way of avoiding loss by fire than to prevent 
fire. Once again, it may well D urged that an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure, The adoption o reasonable precautions against a fire 
being started is, after all, the cheapest-and most effective of all measures 
to reduce the fire waste which today constitutes one of the heaviest taxes

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Control Crischopper Menace 
Insect Pest ‘Scare in “ Districts Where 
“Birds “Are Plentiful 

“It is almost a certainty that in the 
southeastern part of Saskatchewan 
where the hoppers have been most 
prevalent during the last three years, 


conditions will not be nearly so bad 
this year,” states M. P. Tullis, Com- 
missioner of Field Crops, Provinetal 
Department of Agriculture, “Field 
representatives in that territory who} 
have been making surveys report egg 
deposits scarce and, there isa feeling 
of optimism among municipal councils 
and farmers generally. it is hoped 
that the control measures employed 


there in the past, and the work’ of -par- 
asites has reduced the numbers of the 
pest so. that 
practically over. 

“The first grasshopper mixing sta- 
tions to open in the province were in 
the neighborhood of Saskatoon, Dun- 
durn, Haultain and Bradwell which 
opened up on May 29, and Delisle, 
Broderick, Tessier, Conquest, Webb, 
Assiniboia, Vanguard and Neville, hnd 
a few other points opened a few days 
later. 

“The present situation in regard to 
outbreaks of grasshoppers is quite 


last year. Just a year ago, by far the 
larger quantity of supplies were being 
used east of the third meridian and 
ninety per cent. south of the Qu’Ap- 
| pelle Valley. This year nearly all of 
the materials shipped out from the 
warehouse have gpne west of the 
third meridian and about equally divid- 
‘ed between north of the Qu'Appelle 
and South Saskatchewan Valleys and 
south of this line. 

“There are practically no hoppers 
north of township forty. The park 
and bush areas have been. almost 
wholly free from hoppers each year 
since the pest appeared in Saakatche- 
wan. This is in all probability due 
to the presence of much larger num- 
bers of birds that live on insects,

Rural Schools Crowded 


| Raising School Age in Saskatchewan 
Causes Complications 

| .As the result of the new regula- 
tions passed at the last session o! 
the Legislature raising the conipul- 
; sory school age in Saskatchewan to 
15 years, many of the school houses 
jin rural districts of the province 
are crowded to capacity, and a few of 
them have not sufficient accommoda- 
hye for all the pupils affected by the 
new act, according to information 
which has reached the Department of 
Education. 

“The department has become ac- 
quainted recently with a number of 
where insufficient accommoda- 
tion will be found in the schools for 
the children who are to attend,” A. H. 
Ball, Deputy Minister,_is quoted as 
stating. “This is true of a number 
of rural schools, especially.” 

Mr. Ball stated that the only way 
out of the difficulty will be for some 


classrooms to. provide for 
in attendance. 

“In raising the age limit for com- 
pulsory) education, regard must al- 
ways be had to this*contingency. It 
was found when the time came to 
proclaim the adolescent act ©f. On- 
tarlo in force there were not school 
buildings in the province. to accom: 
modate a large number of 
pupils who became liable to attend 
school under the act, and exactly the 
same difficulty was found when the 
Fisher Act in England, came to be put 
in operation, So Saskatchewan is 
not alone in her difficulty.” 

It was intimated that in cases 
where there is not gufficient school 
accommodation available rigid en- 
forcement of the act will not be in- 
sisted upon as far as the older pupils 
are concerned, until space can be pro- 
vided for the classes.

North Pole is warmer than the tropics 
; lt jg so much colder than any other 
|; Spot ih the universe that. comparisons 
are almost impossible. To be exact, 
it is 515 degrees Fahrenheit below 
zero For Instance, the khown tem 
perature near the North Pole varies 
from 30 to 60 degrees below zero 
At the highest altitude ever reached 
in an airplane, the temperature hov- 
ered around 60 degrees below zero. 
This was nearly seven miles up. 

This remarkable spot is in’ Wash- 
ington. It is the ecrypgenic labora 
tory of the Bureau of Mines, Depart- 
}ment of Interior, where, for - more 


‘than two years, scientists have been 
working in an effort.to liquify: helium 
gas, purify it and make it 100 per 
cent. efficient in the lift of giant dirig 
bles. 

And after numerous failures success 
finaily is in sight. So sure are the 
scientists of this: that they expert to 
| be able iv announce before the end of 
the year that what has been assumed 
; to be impossible has been accomplish- 
jed and that stich ins has been liqui- 
fied and absolutely isolated 
tree-> of any foreign gases. 

When the process is perfected, jt 
will be of inestimable value. to 
science, particularly to ‘the navi- 
gation of the air by the huge ships 
which will cross the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans. It will make = acci- 
dents, such as that.which recently 
happened the airship Roma, impos- 
|sible, for the gas is non-inflammable 
and only lacks lifting power to the ex- 
tent. that it has been impossible to 
free it of other gases. 

, The research work is also calculat- 
ed to reduce the cost of producing 
helium, which to date has been so ex- 
pensive and prohibitive that airships 
have been only partially inflated with 
it.
